From the hiftory of the feafons which he

I ena, it would ieem that very cold and very 
dry feafons have fome connedlion with dif- 
charges of fubterraneows fire. 
W hether 
his conjetures on this head are well founded 
or not, the fadls ftated in this book will ex­ 
cite men to make further inquiries on thofe 
points. 


M r. W . has proved ^J?at ¿ark days as we 
cail them, like the "19th of Ma.y 
1780, 
have been not urtfrequent events in all ages 
and countries ; and in places, where thry 
could not be octafioned by the burning of 
woods.

N ear 600 miles navigation per­ 
formed in five and one-third miles !—^Yes, 
from Heedy-Iiland, through the capes of 
Delaware, round 10 Cape-Henry, and up 
the Ghefapeake to the head of the lafl men­ 
tioned bay, is feldom performed in any 
courfe and diftance that will fall ftiort of 
600 miles, in apaíTage IV^me feafons of the 
year the moft dangerous of any in the 
world.

orders of animal bodies. 
From the hidory of the feafons which he 
hasgiven in conjunction with other phenom­ 
ena, it would Teem that very cold and very 
dry feafons have fome connexion with dif- 
eharges of fubterranecwis fire. 
Whether 
his conjectures on this head are well founded 
cr not, the farts {lated in this book will ex­ 
cite men to make further inquiries on thofe 
points* 
Mr. W . has proved t|>at dark days as we 
rail them, like the 
19th of May 1780, 
have bee'rt not unfrequent events in all ages 
and countries ; and in places, where they 
could not be occafioned by the burning of 
woods. 
He offers new’ conjertures on this 
fubjert* 
is inclined to the opinion that 
the vapor, onfuch occafions, isdifcharged 
from the bowels of the earth, in volcanoes, 
or poflibty may be generated in the atmof- 
phere by anunufual combination of fabftan- 
ces with electricity.

He denies that the New­ 
tonian thfbrV of tides will folve the phe­ 
nomena ; and offers fconjertures on that

He denies allo that 
the variations of tile barometer indicate a 
difference of weight 
in the atmofphere. 
No opinion is here given on the juftnefs 
of this author’s conclulion. Much time and 
eonfideration are necelTary to enable a rea­ 
der to form an opinion on fuch a variety of 
farts— farts which open an imtnenfe field for 
philofophical inveBigation*
